GEORGE BOWIE. 


An Interattnc 8t»ry of th« Inventor ot 


th« Aj-luuuaw Tootkplck. 


A story I heard last night related to 


George Bowie, the inventor of tbe 
Bowie knife, or "the Arkansaw tooth- 
pick," as it is also called. It is said 
that Bowie WM as gentle and chival- 
rous as be was brave and regardless pf 
human life.

An hour 
later a big burly German entered the 
coach at a way station, and immedi- 
ately took out a clay pipe, which 
smelled as though it haJ been smoked 
since the days ol Sir Walter Raleigh. 
This he filled with tobacco of the 
vilest brand, and began to smoke. 
The 
stage wa» 
soon filled 
with 


his exhalations, and the smoke be- 
gan to make the old lady sick, 
and she opened the window and sought 
relief from the fresh air which poured 
in. But tbe weather was bitter cold, 
and she had to close it. 
She then 


asked tho boy to beg the man to stop 
smoking. This be did, but the German 
loudly said: "If the old woman don't 
like it, she can get out. I paid my 
passage and I will smoke what I 
please." 
In 
the meantime George 


Bowie had been awakened and had 
peen the whole procedure. 
As the Ger- 


man uttered thwe words Bowie pat his 
hand »t the back of his neck, and 
drawing one of his famous bowics, said 
coolly:" You are mistaken about your 
smoking. You will put out that pipe 
at once and keep your mouth shut, or 
by the Eternal I will run you through 
the heart! I want you to understand 
I am George Bowie, and George Bowie 
means what he says! With that he 
slowly began to advance his knife to- 
ward the German's stomach, and the 
latter frantically threw his pipe out of 
the door and begged for his-life, Dur- 
ing the next half hour the German said 
nothing but looked pale. As Bowie 
thought over his action and noted the 
sickness of the old woman he grew 
still more angry, and at the next 
station he forced the smoker to get out 
of the stage and ride with the driver 
for the remainder of his journey.—

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 


Cataitroplies that Might Have Been Caused 


by Color-Blindness. 


It has not been the duty of the writer 


to investigate cases of accident which 
might have been caused by defects of 
tight, but he has been assured by offi- 
cials that a solution will hereafter be 
tound in them for those insoluble mys- 
teries where men, otherwise credible, 
have ao flatly contradicted themselves 
and the circumstances of the case, By 
one prominent officer he was told that, 
being upon a train at night, delayed by 
borne slight accident, he himself took a 
red lantern, and, going a proper dis- 
tance back, placed himself on the 
track in the way of an on-coming train, 
but, finding his light not observed he 
was compelled to dash it into the cab 
to attract the engineer's attention, and 
arrest him in his progress to a collision. 
Upon the examination of another engi- 
neer, his superior officer being present 
iiud convinced of his marked color- 
blindness remarked that, but a short 
time before, tho man had run into the 
rear of a train properly protected by a 
red lifht in the hands of a brakcman 
borne distance in the rear, that the most 
careful investigation had resulted only 
in the suspension of the brakeman for 
not having gone far enough back, but 
that he was now satisfied that the color- 
blindness of the engineer had been tho 
real cause of the accident. Some slight 
or minor accidents recently led to the 
discovery that another engineer had by 
some oversight not been tested in his 
division, and this led to his examination 
and detection there, end to his convic- 
tion by the writer as a color-blind. 
Still another case now presents itself. 
An engineer some time ago ran over 
and killed a brakemaa, holding a dan- 
ger-signal on the track in front of his 
engine, and no satisfactory explanation 
could then be given; but the Division 
Examiner predicted that he would 
probably be found color-blind, and on 
his examination this proved to be the 
casp —Dr. William Thompson, in Pop- 
ular .Science Monthly.

The General, who ia ti man ot 65 years 


ot age, and ot dignified appearance, was 
warmly received, and as he talked rapidly 
and clearly, his audience seemed to lose 
.ightot the lecturer in the thrilinfi ac- 
count ot the memorable struggle. He 
Baid the battle of Bhiloh was the greatest 
battle ever fought on the face of the earth 
-one in which 60,000 men were engaged, 
and in which 21,000 were killed or wound- 
ed. Gen. Prentisa was in command ol 
the 6th division, and was encamped m the 
front and some distance in advance of 
Sherman's, W. H. L. Wallace's, Hurlbut's, 
Stewart's and MoOlernand's divieiona, on 
the morning of tho battle. The compa- 
nies he had sent out in charge ot Moore 
a- d Saxe were the flrst to engage the ene- 
my, so that the army had warning of tbe 
approach of the Confederate.?. Prentiss 
moved his command in advance a half 
mite and fired at the Kebeln, repulsing 
them, but they came on in such vast 
numbers that he was compelled to fall 
b«ok to tbe Old Road, east ot the Peach 
Orchard, where he held his ground, aided 
by W H. L. Wallace's division, until after 
tour o'olook in the evening, He describ- 
ed minutely the various situations ot the 
diflferent divisions during the day, and 
told how the Rebels, taking advantage of 
the broken lines-gaps in the Federal 
lines that had not been cloned at anytime 
—bad flnfclly out off supplies, surrounded 
the sixth division with a circling fire and 
compelled their .surrender. The Federals 
in the "hornet's nest" were without BIU- 
munitior., but it was not until at 6:30 
o'clock that the white flags were lifted, 
and not until the sun had gone down that 
Prentiss' men were marched from the 
spot that the General had told Grant at 
nine o'olook in the forenoon he would, by 
the eternal, hold until dark. 


In this connection the lecturer pan! a 


glowing tribute to Gen. Grant. Some 
people had stated that Gen. Grnnt was 
not at Shiloh nctil late in the evening 
He knew better. He had .taken him by 
the hand opposite Peach Orchard in tbe 
old road nnd had talked with him. He 
had promised Grant then that he would 
bold tho position until dark, find he had 
kept hia word. The General grew grandly 
eloquent as he denounced those who 


I would do injustice to Grant, and said: 
"He that intimates, he that insinuates 
that Grant 
was 
not at 
Shiloh as 


early as 9 o'clock that Sunday morn- 
ing slanders one of the grandest nnd 
bravest generals known in the history 
ot 
the 
world." 
At this point the 


lecturer took occasion to correct history 
by stating that the army could not huve 
been surprised that day, and that he did 
not eurrender early in the engagement 
and not until after 0 o'clock in the even- 
ing, when he, 11C of his officers and the 
remnant of his command were taken pris- 
oners Gen. Prentiss remained a prisoner 
for eight months when he and his officers 
were exchanged at Richmond. A few

It is not a good or pleasant experience for 


one to take his nrst view of a locality amid the 
heavily falling rain. Almost the entire time 
passed In my Journey from New Orleans to 
Florida was signalized by pouring rains, pen- 
etrating mists and far-reaching fogs. The 
whole heavens seemed to open at interval*, as 
if to empty out the accumulated moisture of 
an entire season. Tbe streams became foam- 
Ing torrents of every Imaginable hu.«, from 
the sannulnary tint of rare roast beef down 
through every shade to that of thin buckwheat 
batter I should not say every shade, howev- 
er, for there Is no earth In this much-vaunted 
s uthland to color the waters to that rich black 
hue so familiar to the dweller In that fairest of 
all Qod a regions-lbe blessed state ot Illinois. 
What with rain and mud, vexatious delays and 
the most outrageous of Impositions practiced 
upon travelers on at least one of the railroads 
leading through Florida, we were not In the 
most tavorable Iramo of mind for taking in 
tho beauties of Jacksonville, the famed me- 
tropolis of this state ot winter resorts. But 
it did not take long to get over the temporary 
discomforts of the Journey. The soothing In- 
B nonce ot e piacc-ful night's rest, tho invigor- 
ating sunshine oi the morning, the indescrib- 
able lulliicnco of tho balmy air of the eastern 
const-all seemed to put tho blues to flight. It 
WHS hard to realUe that so short a time had 
pushed since leaving the region ol zero weath- 
er, and whuu 1 gazed upon the bouuot on the 
tabled my room, made up of rosis grown In 
the open air, and tho large plate of oranges 
which kept it company—oranges plucked from 
tbe trees which grow beneath my wiudow-lt 
was more like « dream than reality. 


Jacksonville Is a beautiful olty-tho flrst I 


have seen in the south of which I would be 
willing to risk that assertion. Its location, 
upon the banks of the lordly St. Johns-a 
stream that la more like a vautbay than a river 
-18 all ihut could be desired. The buildings 
comprise every varlcly and style of arohlteo- 
tuie, the ample verandas and airy halls pecul- 
iar to Iho southern stylo predominating, 
rlany of tho private residences have large 
•rounds most handsomely ornamented with 
ho variegated vegetation of the eeml-tiopios, 
aud In nearly every yard Is to bo seen the 
glory of Florida, the Incomparable orange 
.hat has made it famoui everywhere. The 
Florida orange ia Just now in its prime, al- 
though It 18 good through nearly all or quite 
tho whole jear, aud it looks curious to see 
them 1) ing upon the ground under the trees, 
Justus tbe apples lie on the ground in our 
noithem orchards In the fall of the yc-ar. To- 
day I took a row down and across tbe river, 
some four miles, to visit a young grove owned 
by a friend of mine, and It was a decided nov- 
elty to piuck tho magnlUcont fruit from the 
trees ac'l eat It on the very spot where It grew. 
I never knew before what an orange tasted 
like. 'Ihere Is a sweetness and flavor about 
them eaten in that way which are uever known 
by tnoaa who eat the miserable apologtos 
called by the name of oranges In tho north. 
Like a great many other good things, they 
must bo seen aud tasted to bo appreciated. 
But to return to Jacksonville; tho city is now 
enjoying Its greatest tuBtix of visitors. Tho 
immense hotels, of which there are a dozen or 
more, arc all crowded to overflowing, the 


plaice has tho air of an eternal circus or holi- 
day. 
Iho curiosity shops arc crowded all day 


long with bujers and sight seers, steamers 
Hid trains airlveand depart loaded down with 
pleasure Beckers, and e-.cn thing Is merry. 
Ladl. sprcmenade tho ptreots carryli e para- 
sols, and though the muicury has not yet 
reached the seventies one occoslonally sees a 
liur dcsi-oadant of Eve tricked out in white. 


Tuis afternoon T came down to pay a hasty 


visit t:> this ancient city—Iho oldest in the 
t'nited Slates I arrived in tho dusk of the 
evening, I'ur bave still had time ior a moou- 
li(!hr 1,111 b e tbrmiifh the narrow streets, a 
stroll along ine sea-wall in Iront of tho old 
tort nud stood for a moment to listen to tho 
ciHt.iut roar of tbe breakers of the Atlantic an 
they beat upon tho ehoro of the Island tbat 
stretches along the pity's front. The old towa 
U tilso ail\e with vloiUirc, tho many fine hotels 
all btlng tilled. To-morrow 1 shall start for a 
quu k trip up the St. Johns river, going as far

"This is a 
hot place, General, bat we are going to 
hold it." He fonght with all the fire ot 
his nature, as did also bis brave regiment, 
and they stayed at the liont until ordered 


buck. 
The lecturer said that history wa« 


wrong iu stating that Sidney Johnston was 
killed in front of Sherman'* division. 
It 


was near Peach Orchard that he tell and 
the General indicated tbe spot on the map. 
Ho also drew graphic pictures of tbe 
bravery and suffering ot the Federals on 
thefloW snd in prison, and at the same 
time he sooke in complimentary terms of 
the fighting qualities of thB confederates 
as displayed at Sbiloh. 
In conclusion Gen. PrenliPS spoke of 


the Grand Army of the Republic and its 
object* and called upon all veterans to do 
right at all times. The speaker _WM fre- 
nuently applauded most enthusiastically, 
and the lecture was highly commended 
by the old soldiers present, some of 
whom were engaged m the battle.

Intermtlng F.oU Concerning the Coveted 


The so-called Oklahoma Territory to 


an unknown quantity. It lias no geo-, 
graphical recognition on the United' 
States maps. Payne and the Oklahoma 
bootniTs locate a Territory of that 
name on the western portion of the 
Ceded Indian Lands, which they claim 
to be public laiuU of the United States. 
On th« map ol the "'Frisco" Road 
Oklahoma occupies an irregular shape 
south of the R«d Fork of the Arkansas, 
und bounded on the south hy the Cana- 
dian and on the oast by the Pottowat- 
tumies and the Sao and Foi Agencies, 
whilu tho western boundary extends to 
the Wichitas, Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
Reservations. In a map of the Indian 
Territory published a few years ago by, 
tho Oklahoma Association, tlicy cm- 
bnirnd nil the western portion of tho 
Imli:iii Territory extending from tlm 
Clicrukr-o outlet oatho north to the Kcd 
Kivrr on the south, and including tho 
(,'liryenno n«d Arapahoe llcservations, 
businp; tlmir claim on tho statement of 
Colonel Boudinot, who showed that by 
the treaties of 18C6 the United State.-!- 
purchased from tho Indian tribes in tho 
Indian Territory about fourteen million 
acres of land. These lands were bought 
from HID Creeks, Semioles, Choctawa 
and Ohicknsaws; tho Cherokfifis selling 
no lands hy the treaty of 18G6, hcnco 
thny still hold what is known as tho 
Chorokoo Strip or "outlet," extending 
to tho one hundredth meridian, lying 
bctwuon tho Kansas border and Okla- 
homa, and which is about ninety rnilc.s 
wide.

A portion of 
theso 14,000,000 acres of land has not 
been appropriated by the United States 
for tho use of other Indians. In the 
articles of the treaties with the Creeks 
and Scmlnoles, by which they sold 
tlieso lands, it was stipulated that they 
were coded "in compliance with a de- 
sire of the United States to locate other 
lurliaus and freedmon thereon." 
Tho 


settling of so many wild Indians be- 
tween the borders of Texas and Kansas 
excited the jealousy of those States, as 
they were in constant danger bf Indian 
raids. A fi;w years ago Mr. Mills, of 
T'uxii-i.ciunHd a provision tube inserted 
in thu Indian appropriation bill pro- 
hibitin" tin) removal of Sioux Indians 
to tiie Indian Territory, and by a simi- 
lar provision In the Indian approbation 
bill tin: next winter the removal of any 
Indiun.s from Arizona or New Mexico 
into tho Indian Territory was pro- 
hibited. 


These laws it was contended by 


I'avni! iind his followers left several 
millions of aeres of tlm richest lands 
free from (he Indian title or occupancy, 
and subject to entry liko other public 
lands. 
Hy tho treaties canceled in 


JHlili with the Seminolca, (/'hoctaws, 
(Ihieka.snws, Cherokoes and Creeks, 
ijrowinjt out of the rebellion, the tribes 
apri'pil"to tho establishment, if Con- 
rji'css should so provide, of a General 
Council in tho Indian country to bo 
annually convened, consisting of dele- 
i^ales from all tlio tribes in the pro- 
portion of their members respectively, 
and to have power to legislate upon 
matters relating to the intercourse and 
relation of I he several tribes resident 
in tho Territory; tho laws passed to bo 
roiisUlent with treaty stipulations and 
the constitution of tho United States. 
The Council was to bo presided over by 
the Superintendent of Indian Allah's. 
In the treaty with tho Choctaws anil 
Chickasaws tho plan of a General 
Coiini'il was more clearly defined and 
agreed to in more detail than in the 
other treaties, -The powers of this 
General Council were defined so as to 
establish for many purposes not incon- 
sistent with tho tribal laws, a Territo- 
rial (iovernmcnt, with the Superintend- 
ent (of tho Southern Superintcudency) 
'as (lovernor of the Territory, which 
was to bo named "Oklahoma." Pro- 
vision was made for a Secretaryof tho 
Council and for pay of members and 
(in- n Marshal of the Territory, and a 
c'lausn was added looking to the estab- 
lishment of an Upper House, to consist 
of one member from each tribe. 
In 


the treaties made at the same time with 
the Creeks and Cherokees provisions 
also for a (ieneral Council wore mado, 
the same as in the Stmiinolo treaty. 
The (ieneral Council was intended to 
lie in reliil' MI to the federated tribes 
similar t" t h a t nf the Federal Govern- 
ment at Washington to the several 
States. 


In lS7.'i a General Council in accord- 


unco with tho provissions of tho aboro 
truati«a was held at Ockmulgee, the 
capit.il of tho Creek Nation, for the 
purpose of forming a constitution. 
At 


that convention the following tribes 
wore represented by delegates: The 
CrciJks, Choctaws, Cherokees, Seraln- 
ules, Pawnees, Keechics, G'onfnderated 
IVorias, Eastern Shawnees, Absentee 
Sliawnces, Black Bob Shawnees, Otta- 
wns, Modo.cs, Sac and Foxes, Mexican 
Kickapoos. Wichitas, lonies, Wacos. 
Comaiiches. Towoccanies, Caddos, Au- 
iitlarkoes, Delaware*, Raws, Osages,

The lute Colonel Robert Campbell, 


as Commissioner, and a representative 
ni the lii'.fiilAwjn, were present at the 
sessions, which were prolonged several 
weeks. 
A constitution was agreed to, 


the concluding section of which was as 
follows: "Section 14. No person who 
denies the existence of God or a future 
i'tate of rewards and punishments, shall 
hold any ofilce in the civil departments 
of this Indian Territory, nor shall be 
allowed his oath in any court of justice, 


A. Highland Incident lliiutnttlnc the Faith- 


fulness of a Dog. 


A shepherd who inhabited one of 


those valleys or glens which intersect 
the Grampian Mountains, in one of his 
excursions to look after his flock, hap- 
pened to carry along with him one of 
his children, an infant of three years 
old. This is not an unusual practice 
among the Highlanders, who accustom 
their children from the earliest infancy 
to endure the rigors of the climate. 
After traversing his pastures for some 
time, attended by his dog, the shepherd 
found himself under tne necessity of 
ascending a summit at some distance, 
to have a more extensive view of the 
range. 
As the ascent was toofatiguing 


for tho child, ho left him on a smaU 
plain at the bottom, with strict injunc- 
tions not to stir from it till his return. 
Scarcely, however, had he gained tho 
summit, when the horizon was dark- 
ened by one of those impenetrable 
mists which frequently descend so rap- 
idly amidst these mountains, as, in the 
spaco of a few minutes, almost to turn 
day to night. The anxious father in- 
stantly hastened back to find his child, 
but owing to the unusual darkness and 
his 
own trepidation, unfortunately 


missed his way in tho descent. After a 
fruitless search of many hours, he dis- 
covered that ho had reached the bottom 
of the valley and was near his own 
cottage. 
To renew tho search that 


night was equally fruitless and danger- 
ous. Ho was, therefore, compelled to 
go home although he had lost both his 
child and his dog, who had attended 
him faithfully for many years. 


Next morning, by break of day the 


shepherd, accompanied by a band of 
his neighbors, set out in search of his 
child; but after a day spent in fruitless 
fatigue, he ~vas at last compelled, by 
the approach of night, to descend from 
the mountain. On his returning home 
to his cottage, he found that tue dog, 
which he. had lost the day before, had 
been home, and on receiving a piece of 
cake, had instantly gone off again. 
For soverai successive days the shep- 
herd renewed his search lor his child, 
and still, on returning homo disap- 
pointed in the evening, ho found that 
the dog had been home, and on receiv- 
ing his usual allowance of cake, had 
instantly disappeared. 
Struck with 


this singular circumstance, he remained 
at home one day; and when the dog, 
as usual, departed with his piece of 
cako, he resolved to follow him, and 
find out the cause of this strange pro- 
cedure. The dog led tho way to a cat- 
aract at some distance from the spot 
where the shepherd had left his child. 
The banks of the cataract almost joined 
at the top, yet, separated by an abyss 
of immense- depth, presented that ap- 
pearance \vhiuh so often astonishes and 
appalls the travelers that frequent the 
Grampian mountains. Down one of 
those rugged and almost perpendicular 
descents the dog began, witnout hesi- 
tation, to make his way, and at last dis- 
appeared by entering a cave, the mouth 
of which wa.s almost level with the tor- 
rent. The shepherd, with difficulty, 
followed; but on entering the cave, 
what were his emotions when he be- 
held his infant eating with much satis- 
faction the cako which the dog had just 
brought him, while the faithful animal 
stood by eyeing his young charge with 
the utmost satisfaction. From the sit- 
uation in which the child was found, 
it, appeared that ho had wandered to 
the brink of the precipice, and then 
either fallen or scrambled down till he 
readied the cave. The dog, by means 
of his scent, had traced him to the 
spot,, and afterwards prevented him 
from starving by giving up to him his 
own daily allowance.— K
